While there is and has been all Summer an 
immense migration from the eastward to the 
Idaho aad Montana gold fields, the reflux of 
the tremendous tide begins to set the other 
way.

jong of wealth and prosperity, thousands meet 
with nething but disappointment, Many go 
there, expecting not only to find streets lined 
with gold, byi,fondly hoping to enrich them- 
selves without labor. I¢ is no disparagement 
to the mines in aad about Virginia City to say 
that this sort have come and gone. It was so 
fa the early days of California. The flood tide 
of bopefal adventurers who flocked to the 
Pacific coast in 49, had its ebb of disappoint- 
ed beartsick emigrants of '50 and ’51. _ 

While we were at Bridger last week we en- 
countered many of these returning voyageurs, 
some broken in spirit and cursing the country 
behind, others with plethoric purses rejoicing 
ia their good luck and lookirg fondly forward 
to a reunion with old friends “at heme.” They 
were traveling back in all sorts of convey- 
ances ; many packing through, others on foot, 
and still others “ passengers ” in the immense 
freight wagoas bound eastward. 

There is one thing, however, in reference to 
this retursing emigration which we desire 
here to note. Many of them arrived at Fort 
Bridger absolutely destitute of provisions, un- 
der the impression that they could obtain sup- 
plies at that Post. One train of nearly one 
huadred ané fifty persons arrived in this con- 
dition while we were there. We know not 
where the fapression originated, but we take 
this occasion to inform emigrants from Baa- 
nack or elsewhere that Fort Bridger, like other 
posts, is aenualiy supplied with provisions 
enly sufficient to last the troops stationed 
there. When starting from Bannack they must. 

themeelves with food to last them 
through the trip, or expéct to go hungry. If 
they rely upan buying provisions at the Post 
they will surely be disappointed. The majer- 
ity of those who came had money enough and 
were willing to pay for what they ebtained, 
but Unele Sam has not yet gone into the 


green grocer business, and such sales cannot 


be made. Emigrants will, therefore, please 


take notice an@ set accordingly.
